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(54) MOBILE RADIO EQUIPMENT 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To forcibly stop speech communication at a location 
where the use of the mobile radio equipment such as a portable 
telephone set is desired to be inhibited and to allow the mobile radio 
equipment to receive an incoming call without giving an 
uncomforting sense to surrounding persons due to speech. 
CONSTITUTION: In the normal mode of a mobile radio equipment 1, 
a power changeover switch 10 of a power supply control circuit 3 is 
thrown to the position of a portable telephone set 4, which is 
energized and the portable telephone set mode is set. In the 
standby state of the user, when the user passes by a mode 
switching signal transmitter 23 installed at a wicket exit or the like, 
a mode switching reception circuit 12 of the mobile radio equipment 
1 receives a mode switching signal and a CPU 1 1 switches a power 
changeover switch 10 to the pager mode for intermittent reception. 
When the user (caller) makes dialing by using the mobile radio 
equipment 1 in the pager mode, the setting state of the pager mode 
is informed to the caller. The changeover to the portable telephone 
set 4 is attained by receiving the mode switching signal from the 
mode switching signal transmitter 23 when the user passes through 
the wicket exit or a changeover switch provided to a key pad of the 
mobile radio equipment 1. 
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
